Feds Act 
To Seize 
Mosques 

U.S. seeks $500M in assets 
linked to Iran’s government 

NEW YORK I Federal prosecutors Thursday 
took steps to seize four U.S. mosques and 
a Fifth Avenue skyscraper owned by a non- 
profit Muslim organization long suspected 
of being secretly controlled by the Iranian 
government. 

In what could prove to be one of the 
biggest counterterrorism seizures in U.S. 
history, prosecutors filed a civil complaint 
in federal court seeking the forfeiture of 
more than $500 million in assets of the 
Alavi Foundation and an alleged front 
company. 

The assets include Islamic centers in New 
York City, Maryland, California and Hous- 
ton, more than 100 acres in Virginia, and a 
36-story office tower in New York. 

Seizing the properties would be a sharp 
blow against Iran, which has been accused 
by the U.S. government of bankrolling ter- 
rorism and seeking a nuclear bomb. 

It is extremely rare for U.S. law enforce- 
ment authorities to seize a house of wor- 
ship, a step fraught with questions about 
the First Amendment right to freedom of

Banks will no longer 
be able to charge fees 
without asking first 

WASHINGTON | Banks will have 
to secure their customers’ con- 
sent before charging large over- 
draft fees on ATM and debit card 
transactions, according to a new 
rule announced Thursday by the 
Federal Reserve. 

The rule responds to com- 
plaints from consumer groups, 
members of Congress and other 
regulators that the overdraft fees 
are unfair because many people 
assume they can’t spend more 
on a debit card than is available 


in their account. Instead, many 
banks allow the transactions to 
go through, then charge fees of 


up to $25 to $35. 

For small purchases, such as 
a cup of coffee, the penalty can 


far exceed the actual cost of the 
transaction. 

Under the Fed’s new rule, which 
will take effect July 1, banks will be 
required to notify new and exist- 
ing customers of their overdraft 
services and give customers the 
option of being covered. If cus- 
tomers don’t “opt in,” any debit or 
ATM transactions that overdraw 
their accounts will be denied. Fed 
officials said. 

Many consumers do want 
checks and regular electronic 
bill payments to be covered in the 
event of an overdraft. Fed officials 
said. As a result, those transac- 
tions aren’t covered by the rule.

NATO Allies Weigh Afghan Plans 


Nations pledge help 
in conflict as Obama 
delays troop decision 

LO N D 0 N I President Obama’s delay 
in deciding U.S. troop levels in 
Afghanistan has found an echo 
chamber in Europe, where coali- 
tion leaders in NATO are weighing 
whether to send more help or bow 
to demands for a speedy exit. 

NATO Secretary General 
Anders Fogh Rasmussen told The 
Associated Press on Thursday 
that allied nations have privately 
pledged more help, but he stopped 
short of saying that countries 
would send more troops. 


Canada, Finland and the Neth- 
erlands have either pulled troops 
out or set withdrawal dates. Other 
countries, such as Denmark, Italy, 
Germany, Norway and Sweden, 
say they will maintain current 
troop levels but have no immedi- 
ate plans to increase them. Only 
Britain and Turkey have made sig- 
nificant pledges, and Turkey — a 
Muslim country — has committed 
noncombat personnel only. 

“We have already received quite 
a number of pledges,” Rasmussen 
told the AP after talks with British 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown. 
“Based on this principle of solidar- 
ity, I think all allies will follow suit 
— one way or the other.” 


It was unclear how many pledg- 
es had been made or what form the 
assistance would take. 

Disagreements 
between U.S. dip- 
lomats and mili- 
tary commanders 
haven’t inspired 
confidence among 
coalition leaders. 


The U.S.-led mission that began 
in the wake of the Sept. 11, 2001, 
terror attacks has become increas- 
ingly difficult to sell — more troops 
are dying, fewer known terror plots 


are being traced back to Afghan- 
istan, and questions are being 
raised as to why Europeans are 
asked to die for a corrupt govern- 
ment in Kabul. 

Obama’s ambassador to 
Afghanistan, Karl Eikenberry, 
recently sent cables in which he 
warned against dispatching large 
numbers of U.S. troops — an 
apparent rebuff of NATO Gen. 
Stanley McChrystal’s call for about 
30,000 more troops. 

“The ... division is not going to 
encourage a lot of Europeans to 
put more people on the ground,” 
said Michael Cox, an expert at 
the London School of Economics.

BEIJING I Kidnapping villagers who 
have traveled to Beijing to lodge 
complaints with China’s govern- 
ment and keeping them in unoffi- 
cial jails to silence them has evolved 
into a lucrative industry that police 
refuse to crack down on, a human 
rights group said Thursday. 

The report by New York-based 
Human Rights Watch on China’s 
“black jails” is based mainly on 
interviews with 38 people who 
said they were nabbed by thugs 
while trying to bring grievances 
to the central government. They 
reported being held for days or 
months in makeshift detention 
centers, deprived of food and sleep, 
beaten and threatened. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Qin Gang rejected the study and 
questioned why it was released, 
saying, “I don’t know what their 
motivation was.” (ap)

COOKBOOK AUTHORS, PICKLE FANS 


If Paula Deen is the Dolly Parton 
of Southern cooking, showily turn- 
ing out homey dishes, then food- 
missionary brothers Matt and Ted 
Lee might be its brainy, alt-country 
house band a la the Old 97’s or Son 
Volt. The Charleston, S.C., natives, 
cookbook authors and proprietors of 
food store Boiledpeanuts.com have 
won fans (and a James Beard Award) 
for their respectful riffs on below-the- 
Mason-Dixon-line fare. The kings of 
Dixie cuisine have a new cookbook, 
“The Lee Bros. Simple Fresh South- 
ern” ($35, Clarkson Potter). 

How do you tweak old recipes with- 
out trashing them? 

TED LEE: We try to pay homage to 
the traditions, not turn recipes into 
caricatures. We won’t ever do foie 
gras grits. We’re interested in pre- 
serving an idea. In the book, we’ve 
got shrimp and deviled egg rolls, 
which end up like Low Country 


lobster rolls. And we made a potato 
gratin with pimento cheese. 
MATT LEE: Re-appraisc your fam- 
ily recipes, and think about where 
you can adapt them to how you 
cook now. Maybe swap olive oil for 
canola oil in a biscuit recipe. 

Isn’t part of your foodie mission 
lightening up what some think is 
a heavy cuisine? 

ML: Yes, and it’s easy. There are 
things that add flavors which fool 
you into thinking a dish has more 
fat than it does. Buttermilk adds 
acidity and a creamy roundness. 
TL: And when I think of Southern 
flavor, I think vinegary, which 
you can get from pickles, whether 
they’re sweet or sour. 

The book is full of pickles! Can I 
still make them in winter? 

ML: Yes, if you make quick pickles, 
which means you splash a hot brine 


over vegetables or fruit. We season 
the brine with various things, say 
garlic or even turmeric. I’ve started 
thinking of pickles as a stand-alone 
appetizer, like crudites.

What’s vital in a Southern pantry, 
besides buttermilk and pickles? 

M L: If you can abide it, a really good 
slab bacon. It’s not to use as a main 
course, but rather as a seasoning. 
TL: I think grits, which are much 
easier to find now compared to five 
years ago. Bob’s Red Mill is a brand 
that’s got wide distribution. 

Any tips on coming up with a good 
Turkey Day menu? 

ML: Think about tonality. You want 
things with tangy qualities, earthy 
flavors and then maybe something 
like mint to shake things up. And 
remember that sometimes the 
knockout dish will be the simplest 
thing on the table, like brussels 
sprouts drenched in butter. 

Are Southern parties different? 

ML: Southerners are more atten- 
tive to first impressions. People 
may arrive at your party in dribs 
and drabs, but they all get a warm 
embrace when they arrive. South- 
ern hosts think about the first bev- 
erage and something to nibble. I 
love an excellent glass of something 
thrust into my hand right away!

A True Gem of a Drama

Directed with enormous sen- 
sitivity and vision by Lee Dan- 
iels, “Precious” is tough, graphic 
and visually stunning, manag- 
ing to bring Precious’ despair 
and her own rescuing imagina- 
tion to life with equal vividness 
and depth. Every performance 
here soars, each its own hymn 
to the pain, hope and ferocious

FILM I Cataclysmic disaster and 
apocalyptic doom, as foretold by 
Hollywood, have a way of bring- 
ing together broken families, 
revealing the unseen heroism of 
deadbeat dads and disposing of 
their rivals. 

This, too, is the micro-level 
drama of “2012,” the latest nihil- 
istic disaster flick to revel in the 
destruction of the planet. John 
Cusack plays the cast-off father 
(Jackson Curtis), a failed novel- 
ist getting by as a limo driver. We 
greet him as he rolls out of bed, 
spilling his copy of “Moby Dick” 
as he rushes out the door, dishev- 
eled and late for a camping trip 


with his kids. 

His ex-wife, Kate (Amanda 
Peet), has shacked up with a plas- 
tic surgeon named Gordon Silber- 
man (Tom McCarthy) who drives a 
Porsche, an obvious clue that wef e 
not meant to like him. 

It’s no spoiler to say Gordon is 
not long for this world — after all, 
he stands in the way of Jackson’s 
redemption. 

The Curtis family may be our 
ground-level protagonists in 
“2012,” but the ground is shift- 
ing.

FILM I Writer- director Richard 
Curtis (“Love Actually”) described 
“Pirate Radio,” his comedy about 
a boatload of renegade DJs who 
broadcast rock ’n’ roll from a ship 
anchored off the coast of England 
in the mid-1960s, as only “partly 
true.” Well, duh. The disclaimer 
will be unnecessary for anyone 
who sees this raunchy film. 

The premise, however, is very 
real. In mid-1960s England, 
official British radio was under 
the monopoly of the BBC, which 
played precious little of anything 
anyone actually wanted to hear. In 
response, enterprising broadcast- 
ers set up offshore radio stations 
that would spin the latest tunes. 
They weren’t technically illegal. 


but there were those who wanted 
to shut them down. 

In “Pirate Radio,” those would 
be Sir Alistair Dormandy, a prig- 
gish Cabinet minister played with 


apoplectic if tight-lipped relish by 
Kenneth Branagh, and his coolly 
competent aide, Twatt (Jack Dav- 
enport). On the other side is a raff- 
ish rogues gallery of lovable los- 


ers, led by ship’s captain Quentin 
(Bill Nighy). Dubbed Radio Rock, 
the floating station’s on-air talent 
pool includes headliner Gavin 
(Rhys Ifans), a prototypic How- 
ard Stern, and a lineup of such 
colorfully nicknamed characters 
as Thick Kevin (Tom Brooke), Big 
Dave (Nick Erost) and the Count 
(Philip Seymour Hoffman), the 
station’s lone American. 

But the film really centers on 
Quentin’s teenage godson, Carl 
(Tom Sturridge), who has been 
kicked out of school for smoking 
(yes, both kinds) and sent to work 
at the station by his party-hearty 
single mother (Emma Thompson) 
as a way to straighten him out. 

Radio Rock is pretty much as 
Sir Alistair describes it: “a sewer 
of dirty, irresponsible commer- 
cialism and low morals.”

Jenny is headed 
to Oxford and, presumably, better things 
when she crosses paths with David (Peter 
Sarsgaard), a handsome older man who 
takes her under his wing and shows her 
the finer things in life: art, music, good food 
and the silky, slippery slope of seduction. 
Screenwriter Nick Hornby and director 
Lone Scherfig have adapted Lynn Barber’s 
memoir to near-perfection, capturing 
British life in 1961 as an era between the 
’50s and the Youth Revolution. And Jenny 
— innocent yet knowing, virginal yet carnal, 
not a girl and not yet a woman — embod- 
ies just that potent, liminal state, (ah) 
ASTRO BOY (PG, 95 minutes) Is this film 
a glimpse of the future? Or a relic of the 
bygone past? On the one hand, it’s inspired 
by the beloved 1960s television cartoon 
of the same name, created by Japanese 
manga/anime icon Osamu Tezuka. On the 
other hand, its hero is a pre-adolescent 
android in an Epcot Center-like world called 
Metro City that floats above an ecologi- 
cally devastated Earth. The humans who 
live there are attended by a corps of menial 
slave-bots that look like they were designed 
by Sears. Astro, the movie’s mechanical- 
boy hero (Freddie Highmore), is different. 
“I’ve got machine guns!” he announces, 
upon discovering one of his many high- 
tech accessories. “In my butt!” In short, 
despite a sweetly ecological message, it 
can get loud and moderately violent, (mo) 
THE BOX (PG-13, 116 minutes) In Richard 
Kelly’s adaptation of a Richard Matheson 
story, NASA scientist Arthur Lewis (James 
Marsden) and his wife, Norma (Cameron 
Diaz), are snug in their beds one day in

1976 when they receive at their door a box 
with a bright red button. Later, they’re vis- 
ited by a man named Arlington Steward 
(Frank Langella), whose impeccable 
manners and soft-spoken erudition can 
almost make Norma forget that half his 
face has been demolished. He informs 
her that if she and Arthur press the but- 
ton, someone in the world — someone 
they don’t know, he’s quick to add — will 
die, and they will receive a million dollars. 
Kelly treats what is essentially a Stanford 
University psychology experiment with 
inflated somberness. It lands on our 
doorsteps as a sophomorically obvious 
sermon about greed and altruism, (ah) 
THE BOYS (PG-13, 116 minutes) “You 
cannot forget a Sherman brothers song 
for the rest of your life,” says Pixar mas- 
termind John Lasseter in an interview at 
the beginning of this new documenta- 
ry about the Oscar-winning songwriting 
duo. That might be praise, or, given that 
they were responsible for such earworms 
as “It’s a Small World” and “A Spoonful 
of Sugar,” it might be a warning. Good- 
natured but overlong, the film is direct- 
ed by Jeff and Gregory Sherman, sons of 
the songwriters, who treat their fathers 
with respect and their careers with rev- 


erence. But the film holds their Disney 
songs in such high esteem, and discuss- 
es them with such little context, that the 
film sometimes feels as though it is set 
in Disneyland, not the real world, (dk) 
A CHRISTMAS CAROL (PG, 96 minutes) 
The umpteenth iteration of the holiday 
classic — about the miserly, miserable 
Ebenezer Scrooge and his Christmas Eve 
redemption at the hands of a trio of ghosts

tion of Robert Zemeckis, who applies the 
same motion-capture animation he used 
to mixed effect in “The Polar Express” to 
create a fable that is by turns antic, scary, 
sweet and, in the end, slightly soulless.

Make no 
mistake: Dickens’s story has good bones.

Take 
would-be scientist Flint Lockwood (voice 
of Bill Hader), who wears the indestructi- 
ble spray-on shoes that made him a laugh- 
ingstock as a child, and police chief Earl 
Deveraux (Mr. T), whose love for his son is 
matched only by his love for short shorts. 
Salvation for the residents of depressed 
Swallow Falls, stuck eating sardines every 
day, Flint’s latest invention makes it rain 
cheeseburgers. And bacon. And ice cream. 
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But when Flint’s device goes haywire 
and Swallow Falls is menaced by a per- 
fect storm of enormous food, it’s up to the 
colorful characters to save the day. (dk) 
THE DAMNED UNITED (R, 97 minutes) 
Think of the fiercest coach rivalries in 
sports.

The biggest problem 
with the movie, written and directed by 
Olatunde Osunsanmi with a mix of “actu- 
al” and reenacted footage of events that 
supposedly transpired a few years ago to 
a psychotherapist named Abbey (Milla 
Jovovich): Nothing ever really happens. 
We never actually see the aliens. Nor do 
we ever see what exactly they do to their 
victims. Other than a couple of out-of- 
focus shots of machinery that look like 
they were filmed at Jiffy Lube, all we ever 
see are the abductees’ therapy sessions 
during which, under hypnosis, they start 
whimpering and thrashing about until 
they have broken half the furniture in her 
office. Then they go home and kill them- 
selves. (MO) 

GOOD HAIR (PG-13, 95 minutes) “Daddy, 
how come I don’t have good hair?” It might 
be the most loaded and universal question 
within the black community. And it’s the 
question — asked by his then-5-year-old 
daughter — that propels comedian Chris 
Rock throughout a hilariously funny docu- 
mentary. Rock did not have an answer for 
his daughter, so he embarked on a madcap 
tour through beauty and barbershops, the 
Bronner Bros. Hair Show and finally India, 
where the most coveted source material 
for hair extensions is grown. Along the 
way, he interviews celebrities in search of 
that perennially vexing question: What is 
it about black people’s hair that freaks out 
white people so much? The film is such a 
rollicking, thoroughly entertaining ride 
that it’s easy to take for granted just how 
easy Rock makes it look, (ah) 


INGLOURIOUS BASTERDS (R, 151 min- 
utes) Quentin Tarantino manages to simul- 
taneously surprise and revert to form in this 
film. The surprise lies in his choice of period 
and subject matter. Set in France during 
World War II, the film tells the fictionalized 
story of a special squad of American Jews 
whose mission to kill and capture German 
soldiers was uniquely practical and sym- 
bolic. But from the admittedly breathtak- 


ing opening sequence, the film isn’t about 
history or war, or people and their prob- 
lems, or anything of substance or mean- 
ing. It’s a movie about other movies. Brad 
Pitt stars as Lt. Aide Raine, who early in 
the movie is shown assembling a group of 
Jewish soldiers whose mission is to do “one 
thing and one thing only: to kill Nazis (AH) 
THE MEN WHO STARE AT GOATS (R, 95 
minutes) You’d have to be out of your mind 


to object to watching George Clooney — 
in full Clark Gable mode, no less — for an 
hour and a half. But he’s part of the prob- 
lem with this wartime satire that glides 
along with an easy, slightly gonzo grin on 
its face but never quite goes anywhere. 
Clooney is admittedly appealing but oddly 
miscast as Lyn Cassady, a former sol- 
dier who was recruited to a top-secret 
psy-ops outfit trying to harness super- 


natural powers. Ewan McGregor plays 
a journalist who embeds with Cassady, 
a psychic master now working as a pri- 
vate contractor, on an Iraq war mission. 
As the two make their way on an increas- 
ingly digressive journey, this wartime sat- 
ire becomes an amusing but finally trivial 
picaresque, part Hunter S. Thompson, part 
Stanley Kubrick, with none of their fero-

SAW VI (R, 90 minutes) “You have seen the 
errors in your policy,” Jigsaw (Tobin Bell) 
hisses in the latest “Saw” movie.

he’s hissing a pun at Big Insurance when 
he does, the profiteers who determine 
“who lives and who dies.” As Jigsaw tor- 
tures the actuarial menace who sentenced 
him and other cancer patients to death, 
forcing Not-Evil- Just-Off icious Will (Peter 
Outerbridge) to save or let die his Umbrella 
Insurance colleagues. Will is reminded 
that “your decisions [are] symbolized by 
the blood on your hands.” It’s still torture 
porn, more excruciating than scary. It’s still 
all about the elaborate “games” the victims 
must win in order to survive Jigsaw’s test 
of character. The acting is perfunctory on 
most fronts, though Outerbridge brings a 
measure of pathos to his claims adjuster.

THIS IS IT (PG, III minutes) This new 
Michael Jackson concert film has been 
billed as a rare glimpse into the creative 
psyche that defined pop music’s shape and 
trajectory. But this isn’t a concert film. It’s 
a rehearsal film — and one that will leave 
Jackson’s most zealous fans waiting for 
goose bumps that never arrive. Filmed at 
the Staples Center in Los Angeles between 
March and June, the film captures the 
King of Pop propping for a 50-night run at 
London’s 02 Arena.

minutes) Director Spike Jonze’s movie is

Sendak’s visual world to life with startling 
accuracy. Jonze, who wrote the screen- 
play with novelist Dave Eggers, makes 
a number of radical departures from 
Sendak’s book. He populates Max’s world 
with an indifferent older sister and a single 
mother (Catherine Keener), whose date 
ignites the tantrum. Max (Max Records) 
runs out of the house, giving his escape 
a much more dangerous psychological 


edge. Max develops a friendship with 
one of them, Carol (James Gandolfini), 
whose explosive anger Max instinctive- 
ly recognizes. Jonze has achieved with 
the cinematic medium what Sendak did 
with words and pictures: He has grasped 
something true and terrifying about what 
it means to love, (ah) 

ZOMBIELAND (R, 83 minutes) Directed 
by D.C. native Ruben Fleischer, the film 


finds our hero on the run from zombies. 
These zombies are humans who’ve been 
infected with a virus that makes them 
search for human flesh on which to 
feast. Our hero (Jesse Eisenberg) meets 
a highway cowboy (Woody Harrelson), 
and the oddball pair travel on together, 
referring to each other by the names of 
their hometowns: “Tallahassee” and 
“Columbus.” They run into a pair of 


sisters, “Little Rock” (Abigail Breslin) 
and “Wichita” (Emma Stone), and set 
off for an amusement park that’s pur-
